EENT LAWS UPHELD 


Emergency rent laws recently passed by the state 


Of New York to protect tenants from extortion and un- 
reasonable eviction have been upheld by the supreme 
court of that state, but not unanimously. The object of 
these laws was admirable in every way. The conditions 
which brought about their passage were possibly worse 
in New York than in some other places, but th.ey exist to 
a burdensome degree, everywhere. 
: 
Should this New York law be taken to the supreme 


fcourt of the United States, there is cause to fear that it 
would be set aside. In its recent decision holding the 
Lever law invalid the hig'hest court held that a law must 
be specific, and that the term "unreasonable price" was 
*'as broad as the human imagination.'' In all probabil- 
ity this rent law, which prohibits an unreasonable charge, 
would be open to the same objection. 


That private contract rights must yield to the publir 


welfare is the basis of the decision against the principa 
contentions of the landlords. 'Relief of the housing situa- 
tion was held to be a matter of public welfare. This, too 
unfortunately, appears open to attack. The public wel 
fare demands more houses but with the validity of the 
New York rent laws upheld they will not be built. 
It 


should be possible, however, to frame legislation provid- 
ing specific figures and avoiding the necessity of setting 
aside private contracts.
